A NarroTV Escape from a Sweeping- 


Conflagration—Origin of the Flrc

Never In the history of this city has It 


had so narrow an escape from a sweep- 
ing and destruclive fire as was Iho case 
last night. 


About six o'clock in tho evening a 


cry of fire was heard coming from the 
blcck of brick buildings on tho cast side 
of Merchant street, and in a few mo- 
ments flames were scon Issuing from the 
third story windows, botli front and 
rear, of Iho building owned by Mr. E. 
McNubb, and occupied on tho flrsl lloor 
by Iho confeclionery sloro of Culver & 
Uaylord, nnd on tho second and third 
floors by the wholesale lobacco nnd no- 
lion Bloro of B. B. Crissey & Co. 


Tho tap of Ihe Ore bell following im- 


meilialciy upon Iho oulcry, called tho 
firemen lo quarters, and the Rescue 
boys were promptly on hand and soon 
luul a stream upon tho flames. Tho Hook 
and Ladder Company was also promptly 
at their post, scaling tho wallfi and gain- 
ing an entrance to tho room where the 
fire originated. In a few moments the 
.Eldorado boys came upon tho scene and 
joined their efforts for tho suppression 
of tho fire. 


In a short time the flames were under 


control, and the hose was withdrawn, 
water being taken up ladders in buckets, 
so as not to flood tho building more than 
was necoasary to extinguish tho flames. 
By this well-timed movement considera- 
ble damage to goods was avoided. 


In about thirty minutes from tlio time 


tho ahum was first given Iho flames were 
coniplelcly extinguished, and the crowd 
began to scalier from tho scene. 


In the cxcilcmcnt allcndfint upon the 


scone Mrs. It. C. llamsher rushed out 
from her place of business, which was 
opposite Iho fire, and by some means 
dropped her pocket book containing 
about ton dollars in money nnd some 
valuable papers. A light was immedi- 
ately procured 
and a eoarch made, 


which resulted In finding the pocket- 
book with tho papers intact, and most of 
the currency 
was gathered up near 


where il lay. 


This morning our reporter visiled the 


scene of the flro aad learned the follow- 
ing {acts as to its origin. 


8. B. Crissey & Co. were preparing to 


remove their stock, and had taken away 
a portion of it, and as Messrs. Culver & 
Qaylord had leased tho building occu- 
pied by Crissey & Co., they had com- 
menced moving some boxes and olhor 
IhingB Jinlo Iho rear part of tho Ihird 
story room. Ths moving oporalion was 
going on up to dark last night, and Iho 
supposllion is that some one engaged in 
taking things to the room must have 
been smoking and accidentally dropped 
a spark from a cigar among tho combus- 
tible debris thai lay scaltnred about the 
lloov that finally revived and produced 
the nre. 


As to the damage, of course only an 


approximate estimate can be made at 
this lime, bul lliatto Ihe building of Mr, 
McNnbb cannot bo less Hum $500, and 
may roach $1,000, on which there was 
no insurance. 
Tlio flrc burnt through into tho building 
on tlio north, owned by B, F. Dodson, 
and occupied on Iho second and third 
floors by him as family rooms. Tho 
damage lo Mr. Dodson's building is only 
slight, and tho same is true of his fur- 
niture, which we understand was cov- 
ered by insurance. 


Tho damage to tho stock of Crisscy 


&0o. will range from $500 lo 1)11,000, 
which is fully covered by insurance, 


It was thought last night that the 


slock of Culver & Oaylord would be 
very much damaged by water, but this 
morning Itheso gentlemen are of the 
opinion that their damage will not ex- 
ceed $50, and that is fully covered by 
insurance. 


There may be other snmll amounts of 


damage nol yel ascorlaincd, 


Had Iho fire broken oul in Iho night, 


with a brisk breozo, tlio destruction of 
the entire block would have been inev- 
itable. 


Tho firemen worked like heroes, and 


aro enlilled to much credit for their en- 
ergy nnd promptness. 


With tho vast crowd of people congre- 


gated in the narrow street, and tho in- 
tense exuitentent which prevailed, il is 
really wonderful that no accident oc- 
curred. 


The Tennessccans, who were to hava 


sung In Macon Hall, found it impossible 
to give their concert on account of tho 
cloio proximity of the hall to the fire, 
so they retired in good order and atleud- 
cd tho entertainment of Signor Blitz, at 
the opera house. 


On tho whole, it was a narrow escape 


from a destructive fire, and the scare 
will probably have the effect to induce 
more caulion on Iho part ot owners and 
occupants of brick blocks. 


It Is said that the roof of the buildings 


in this block rest upon joisls.'.inslead of 
upon solid brick walls, as Ihey should.- 
llow Ibis is we do not know from per- 
sonal examination, but if such a defect 
as that indicated exists, it should cer- 
tainly bo remedied at once. The spread 
of lire in brick blocks is generally along 
tho roof, and no obstruction that can bo 
placed there should bo omitted.
